Possisty one of the most interesting, and certainly 
one of our most useful religious societies, is the 
Sunday-school Society of Ireland. Beginning with 
80 schools in 1809, it is now in the fifty-first year 
of its existence, and gives aid and encouragement 
to 2,686 schools. The great utility of these schools 
can only be appreciated by those who have gone 
among the poor. The temptation to employ chil- 
dren at the very earliest age, when their work, such 
as it is, becomes remunerative or supporting, with- 
draws numbers from the week-day schools. Sunday- 
schools afford the only means of instruction to a 
number of children which is almost incredible. 
The accurate statistics of the Sunday-school Society 
prove that 128,169 children are at this moment 
receiving instruction in Sunday-schools alone. II, 
in one sense, this is a melancholy fact, proving as it 
does the pressure upon the poor, and at the same 
time the difficulty they labour under in procuring 
means of education, in another sense it is satisfac. 
tory, inasmuch as it proves how many Protestant 
children there are to be instructed. The total 
number of scholars attending Sunday-schools is 
230,668. This is a striking proof in itself of the 
false inferences which have been drawn from the 
Census of 1851. It isto be hoped that the next 
Census will give us the religious profession of the 
numbers enumerated, for we cannot but think that 
the numbers claimed by the Roman Catholic com- 

munity are grossly exaggerated. 

That the instruction of the poor commands the 
zealous services of twenty-one thousand gratuitous 
teachers is something to be proud of. These teachers 
belong to the middle and higher classes of life ; they 
are, as a body, infinitely above the standard of any 
first-class masters or mistresses of National Schools. 
The very contact with persons of this class must 
work an improvement on the children of the pea- 
santry. They are not hirelings; they work because 
the love of Christ constraineth them. The weekly 
meeting of the poor and rich together, generally 
either in the Parish Church or withia sight of it, must 
have a beneficial effect. This is a point which does 
not seem to have been considered as it ought. 
Fancy that every Sabbath morning there are twenty- 
one thousand individuals of the higher and middle 
classes who voluntarily, and without reward, spend 
two hours in company with the children of 
the poorer classes, and then estimate how 
powerful must be the results, though the means 
are gradual and unobtrusive! It is evident that 
such a system must teach the poor habits of cleanli- 
ness and order. The peasant's wife or the labourer's 
partner will not send the young ones untidy or 
uncared for to the school, where, perhaps, the lady 
of the manor, or the wife and daughters of his 
employer, undertake to teach them. Who can 
rightly estimate the effects of this hallowed inter- 
course between the young of two orders? Is it pos- 
sible that there should be weekly a meeting between 
the rich and the poor withomt a kindly, generous, 
and Christian feeling springing up between them ? 

And all is done with very little means. The 
Society expresses its gratitude to the Giver of all 
good—for what? Firstly, because 128 schools have 
been added to its roll last year. Secondly, because 
in Ulster alone there has been an increase of 15,329 
scholars, and 1,389 teachers; that is one result of the 
religious excitement which prevailed in the North. 
Thirdly, because the Society hus circulated no less 
than 36,000 copies of the Word of God. And, 
lastly, one is inclined to smile when we read of the 
per saltim inerease of £50,000 in the national grant, 
because the funds available have exceeded those of 
last year by £330! 

We congratulate ourselves that the defence of 
our country is no longer committed solely to paid 
defenders. In our volunteers we think we may 
put trust. They are of gentle blood, and that is 
something after all. We know we can rely upon 
them in the hour of peril. And so we trust to this 
legion of twenty-one thousand gratuitous teachers 
throughout Ireland to combat error and defend the 
trath, and to knit together, in one “ solidarity,” the 
ranks of which our Society consists. 

Next tothe Church Education Society the Sunday- 
school Society of Ireland claims the sympathy and 
the support of all who wish our poor to be educated, 
and a mutual confidence to exist between the upper 
and the lower ranks. We congratulate the Society 
upon its past success, and, for our country's sake, 
wish it even a greater success in future. The effects 
of such a society cannot be known at the moment. 
It is when the little children grow up to active men 
and earnest women the results are seen. So says 
the Scriptures, combining a promise with a command, 
“Cast thy bread upon the waters, and thou sbalt 
“find it after many days.“

Possiniy one of the most interesting, and certainly 
one of our most useful religious societies, is the 
Sunday-school Society of Ireland. Beginning with 
80 schools in 1809, it is now in the fifty-first year 
of its existence, and gives aid and encouragement 
to 2,686 schools. The great utility of these schools 
can only be appreciated by those who have gone 
among the poor. The temptation to employ chil- 
dren at the very earliest age, when their work, such 
as it is, becomes remunerative or supporting, with- 
draws numbers from the week-day schools. Sunday- 
schools afford the only means of instruction to a 
number of children which is almost incredible. 
The accurate statistics of the Sunday-school Society 
prove that 128,169 children are at this moment 
receiving instruction in Sunday-schools alone. II, 
in one sense, this is a melancholy fact, proving as it 
does the pressure upon the poor, and at the same 
time the difficulty they labour under in procuring 
means of education, in another sense it is satisfac. 
tory, inasmuch as it proves how many Protestant 
children there are to be instructed. The total 
number of scholars attending Sunday-schools is 
230,663. This is a striking proof in itself of the 
false inferences which have been drawn from the 
Census of 1851. It isto be hoped that the next 
Census will give us the religious profession of the 
numbers enumerated, for we cannot but think that 
the numbers claimed by the Roman Catholic com- 
munity are grossly exaggerated. 

That the instruction of the poor commands the 
zealous services of twenty-one thousand gratuitous 
teachers is something to be proud of. These teachers 
belong to the middle and higher classes of life ; they 
are, as a body, infinitely above the standard of any 
first-class masters or mistresses of National Schools. 
The very contact with persons of this clase must 
work an improvement on the children of the pea- 
santry. They are not hirelings; they work because 
the love of Christ constraineth them. The weekly 
meeting of the poor and rich together, generally 
either in the Parish Church or within sight of it, must 
have a beneficial effect. This is a point which does 
not seem to have been considered as it ought. 
Fancy that every Sabbath morning there are twenty- 
one thousand individuals of the higher and middle 
classes who voluntarily, and without reward, spend 
two hours in company with the children of 
the poorer classes, and then estimate how 
powerful must be the results, though the means 
are gradual and unobtrusive! It is evident that 
such a system must teach the poor habits of cleanli- 
ness and order. The peasant's wife or the labourer's 
partner will not send the young ones untidy or 
uncared for to the school, where, perhaps, the lady 
of the manor, or the wife and daughters of his 
employer, undertake to teach them. Who can 
rightly estimate the effects of this hallowed inter- 
course between the young of two orders? Is it pos- 
sible that there should be weekly a meeting between 
the rich and the poor withomt a kindly, generous, 
and Christian feeling springing up between them ? 

And all is done with very little means. The 
Society expresses its gratitude to the Giver of all 
good—for what? Firstly, because 128 schools have 
been added to its roll last year. Secondly, because 
in Ulster alone there has been an increase of 15,329 
scholars, and 1,389 teachers; that is one result of the 
religious excitement which ,prevailed in the North. 
Thirdly, because the Society has circulated no less 
than 36,000 copies of the Word of God. And, 
lastly, one is inclined to smile when we read of the 
per saltim inerease of £50,000 in the national grant, 
because the funds available have exceeded those of 
last year by £330! 

We congratulate ourselves that the defence of 
our country is no longer committed solely to paid 
defenders. In our volunteers we think we may 
put trust. They are of gentle blood, and that is 
something after all. We know we can rely upon 
them in the hour of peril. And so we trust to this 
legion of twenty-one thousand gratuitous teachers 
throughout Ireland to combat error and defend the 
trath, and to knit together, in one “ solidarity,” the 
ranks of which our Society consists. 

Next tothe Church Education Society the Sunday- 
school Society of Ireland claims the sympathy and 
the support of all who wish our poor to be educated 
and a mutual confidence to exist between the upper 
and the lower ranks. We congratulate the Society 
upon its past success, and, for our country's sake, 
wish it even a greater success in future. The effects 
of such a society cannot be known at the moment. 
It is when the little children grow up to active men 
and earnest women the results are seen. 80 says 
the Scriptures, combining a promise with a command, 
“Cast thy bread upon the waters, and thou shalt 
“ find it after many days.” 


We cannot pollute our columns with the disgusting 
details of the brutal prize fight between Sayers and 
Heenan. It is fearful to think that in this, our 
boasted age of civilisation, express trains could be 
procured at the suspicious hour of three o'clock in 
the morning, that thousands of passengers could be 
accommodated, and a field rented for the occasion, 
without theinterference of the police. The gambling 
and betting shops in London “ were thronged with 
“candidates for tickets; in the sporting world the 
time and place of the combat were generally known. 
There appears to have been little concealment once 
the day and place were fixed upon. The railroad 
company which provided trains at such an hour as 
three o'clock in the morning must have known of 
their purpose.

One day he had been speaking to a gentleman, 
and impressing upon him some truths of the 
Scriptures. He 4 ei burst into tears, and said — 
& Oh! those are the things my mother impressed upon 
me when a little child“. They did not know what 
pleasure it would cause them torevert to the scenes oftheir 
childhood, and see the world in a broader scale and in 
greater variety. To see the books out of which they 
were instructed, and the persons with whom they had 
been , came with a marvellous charm to the 
mind in extreme old age. Happy were they, and 
they had reason to be thankful, whose youth 
was associated with Sunday -school teachers, and 
with euch a noble subject as the truth of 
the Word of God. The present was the Spring-time 
of the young, when all nature appeared gay. If the 
Spring were taken from the year, what became of the 
Summer and the Autumn ? is was the morning of 
the young, but they should remember that the child 
was the father ofthe man. The man was only a child 
grown, the mother was only the girl grown, and if the 
child were instructed when young, the expansion of the 
mind would be more intellectual, and more spiritual, 


who were in the habit of keeping their shops open on the 
Sabbath, the natural course of instruction would be to 
bring the mind of the child to fasten on that as being con- 
trary to the Word of God, and put before their minds 
the peculiar requirements of God on those points. Their 
children were living in the midst of a most infectious 
system of Romanism, and wherever he went he found 
the poorer classes impertectly taught on that subject. 
(Hear, hear.) He knew that in Dublin people stood 
quite amazed when he told them things connected 
with the subject which they ought to have known. 
The children in hie Sunday school were ht con- 
troversy, and had the Gospel of Christ put in blessed 
contrast with the falsehoods of the Church of Rome. 
The instructions which they received on the Sabbath 
served them as a viatacum for the week, and they were 
made to realise the nec ssity of coming to receive that 
instruction. Otherwise they would be deficient, and 
unable to meet those with whom they were brought 
into constant contact during the week. Whatever might 
be said of the South of Ireland, there was no doubt 
that, during the past year, that society had been 
very efficient and very useful in giving aid to 


their large population, who have been called 
into life and awakened by the blessed revival, 
by the outpouring of God’s Spirit. He could 


speak from the experience of the past. Two years 
ago he remembered going down to the North of 
Ireland, and during his stay there many a time he 
wished himself back amongst the poor Roman Catho- 
lies of the South. for he knew that the man who had 
a clench in his band to strike him had also a warm 
heart ready to recognise the principles of truth when 
brought home to his conscience. (Hear, hear.) He 
had before his mind at that time a Sunday-echool belong- 
ing to a dear friend that numbered 1,400 children, and 
in other parts of the country, where heretofore there was 


him there last Sunday, after ten months’ continued 
attendance; thus proving the permanence of the 
work that had been accomplished. (Hear, hear.) 
As an instance of the influence of truth in taming the 
savage heart of man, he might ment‘on that after this 
man had been admitted to the Lord’s table he was 
placcd in circumstances of extreme provocation.
